Propaganda Main Weapon 
Put, speaking to fellow-Demo- 
crats 
attending 
party 
rallies 
throughout 
the 
country, 
Mr. 
Roosevelt declared that to meet 
the threat nearly 
all 
Americans 
had risen above considerations of 
party politics and had remained 
devoted to country and democrat­ 
ic ideals. 
The chief executive spoke by r a ­ 
dio from the officers’ wardroom 
of the White House yacht Poto­ 
mac to “ Jackson 
Day” 
dinners 
held <o raise money for the Dem­ 
ocratic party. 
The enemies of democracy, Mr. 
Roosevelt asserted, are “ trying to 
destroy our unity,” using as their 
chief weapon a propaganda of in­ 
creasing quantity and violence. 
Masked As Pacifists

Macek, who was vice premier in 
the overthrown cabinet of Dragisa 
Cvetkovic which signed the three- 
power pact for Yugoslavia, was 
carried over in the new govern­ 
ment of Premier General Dusan 
Simovic.

course of events is attested by the quick- 
ness w ith w hich in tim es of strain the peo­ 
ple exchange Presidents.

In some respects the w hole history of 
La tin A m erica is reflected in the chang­ 
ing attitudes tow ard the chief ad m in istra­ 
tor. The changes have occurred not only 
in tin* minds of tim incum bents in regard 
to the office, but in varyin g w ays the peo­ 
ple as a whole have looked at and con­ 
sidered the beads of th eir governm ents.
